BOSTON, July 13.—A horrible tragedy 
was enacted in Somerville, at ,an early 
hour this morning. 
The victims are 
Mrs. Gaiherine. Smith, aged forty-five, 
her son Thomas, aged fourteen, and the 
perpetrator of the terrible deed, Augus- 
tus Rosenberg, while two other children 
of Mrs. Smith were injured, one of 
whom will die. The murderer has been 
living with lifo. Smith for about a year 
as her husband, but it is the general be- 
lief that they were not married. 


The cause of the tragedy is not 
known, although it is stated that Rosen- 
berg complained about the way he had 
b e ^ Seated in money matters by the 
woman. The scene of the shooting was 
at the comer of Dane street and Dane 
court, Somerville. 


Ifo. Smith, since the disappearance 
of her husband, carried on a provision 
and grocery store business. This morn- 
ing, about 1 o'clock, the neighbors were 
awakened by a number of pistol shots 
and the police were promptly notified. 
The police entered the front door and 
encountered the dead body of Thomas 
Smith. 
He had evidently been shot 
in the forehead and hlid tried to reach 
the front door before falling dead. The 
body of Mrs. Smith was found in bed. 
She had evidently been shot in the right 
temple while asleep. 
Willie, the sec- 
ond son, aged twelve, was found in a 
room in the attic, shot through the 
body; he will probably die. 
Augustus, 
another son, aged seven, was also found 
in the attic, shot in the mouth, and the 
physicians think his recovery possible. 
The youngest and only other son, a boy 
named Charles, aged five, was slightly 
wounded. He was in bed with his little 
sister, Mabel, one year younger. 


After accomplishing his bloody work, 
Rosenberg jumped from a window and 
for some time was thought to have es- 
caped, but shortly afterwards his dead 
body was found in Dane court about 
500 feet from the scene of the murder. 
There was no wound and from froth at 
the mouth, it is supposed that he either 
died in a fit or by poison. 


Rosenberg was the husband of Charles 
Smith's sister who died a few years ago. 
He had several children of his own liv- 
ing in Bow street, court Somerville. 
He went to live with Mrs. Smith shortly 
after the disappearance of her husband, 
who was generally supposed to have 
committed suicide by jumping from a 
Portland 
steamer. 
Rosenberg 
was 
about forty-five years old. The doctor 
says he was insane and that he met his 
death accidently while trying to escape.

A problem that at a glance seems 
easy enough to tempt many a schoolboy 
to spend a portion of his vacation in an 
endeavpr to solve it, appeared recently 
in a Maine jotirnal, and is as follows: 
Take the number 15. 
Multiply it by 
itself and you have 225. 
Now multiply 
225 by itself, then multiply that prod- 
uct by itself, and so on until fifteen 
products have been multiplied by them- 
selves in turn. 
The question aroused 
considerable interest among lawyers in 
Portland, and their best mathemati- 
ciaui after struggling with the prob- 
lem long enough to see how much labor 
was entailed in the solution, made the 
following disconragihg report: 
"The 
final prcâuct called for contains 38,539 
figures (the first of which are 1412.) 
Allowing three figures to an inch, the 
answer would be over 1070 feet long. 
To perform the operation would re- 
quire about 500,000^000 figure. If they 
can be made at the rate of 100 a minute, 
a person working' ten hours a day for 
300 days in each year, would be twenty« 
eight years about it. If, in multiplying, 
he should make a row of ciphers, as he

We are now in 
the land of the Tarahumari Indians, 
of west central Chihuahua, and this 
long-winded name at the head of my 
article belongs to them, just as the 
same equivalent 
Indian names are 
found in Maine and a few other places 
in the Union. 


This large Indian tribe, numbering 
from 15,000 to 18,000, was once scat- 
tered over considerable ground, and 
their names are still ^ven to most of 
the places on the territory they owned 
before the advent of the Europeans. 
Wherever there is water, an old resi- 
dent among these strange and little-

a few miles more the rocky sides of thej 
canyon broke into the most picturesque 
castellated rocks on both siaes,in many 
places hanging over our heads as if the 
faintest jar would send them tumbling 
doifu upon us. One of the illustrations 
allows the view on one side of the can- 
yon ; but, aftér all, it can give no ade- 
quate idea of the scene, for there was 
much color on the rocks, while the sun 
was just setting in the west over the 
panorama before ns. 


Arriving in Cnsihuiriachic late in the 
evening, we found the mbst- pninitive 
hotel any civilized man's eyes ever 
rested upon, although this is a town 
of six or seven thousand people, ac- 
cording 
to 
their 
own 
estimate. 
The 
patio, 
or 
interior 
plaza of 
the hotel (if 
a 
place 
where 
one 
can get nothing to eat and have the 
privilege of putting his blankets on a 
dirt fioor can be called an hotel) was, 
upon our arrival, being used for a cock- 
fight, and one or two hundred people 
were jammed 
therein, yelling like 
panthers. In the pit were a dead, bloody 
rooster or two that had been butchered 
to make a Mexican "holler" day. 
As 
all of the rooms emptied by their one 
single door into the little patio, the 
beauty of the situation can probably 
be appreciated by some. 
The only 
other outlet was by a grated window, 
which made our apartments look like 
a prison, a cheerful aspect that is 
peculiar to nearly all Mexican houses. 
I would rather have spent a couple ol 
nights in an American prison. 
We 


known people, Don Enrique Muller, 
told me, the name of the camp or town 
alongside ended in c/iic, as the ex- 
ample I have given above. 
Bibichic, 
Carichic, Baquiriacliic, and a few oth- 
ers I could mention, all wool and a 
yard wide. 
The rest of the word 
— plenty long 
enough 
for five or 
six names yet—means, says my au- 
thority, "the place of the standing 
post." 
When they ruled their own 
country, many years ago, the princi- 
pal means of punishment they had was 
the upright post to which the offenders 
were tied and treated to a Delaware 
dissertation. 


Such is the origin of the big name 
of the little Mexican town of Cusi- 
huiriachic, lying about half way be- 
tween the city of Chihuahua and the 
great mining belt of the Sierra Madre 
Mountains, lying west and southwest 
from the city, and to which it is a sec- 
ondary distribution point. 
The dili- 
gence ride to it is made in one day, a 
Ijttle over seventy miles. 


We started from Cliihuahua long be- 
fore it was daylight. 
Leaving Chi- 
huahua and bearing west toward the 
Sierra Madre Mountains, one finds the 
road even crowded with Mexican trans- 
portation, all from the rich silver belt 
now being rapidly developed mostly by 
American wealth. 
There are great 
carts with solid wooden wheels of the 
Nazarine style of building, the patient 
donkey of the same period, and all so 
numerous that one would think there 


were crowded into rooms four to six in 
each. 


The road from Cusihuiriachic to Car- 
ichic brings us to the foot of the Sierra 
Madre Mountains, beyond which all 
roads cease and only trails are folloM-ed 
by the patient donkey and the mel- 
ancholy mule. 
On the way over we 
came to an adobe building that de- 
parted in a very jncttiresque way from 
the everlasting mud-box style of archi- 
tecture so common to this country, and 
for which departure we have to thank 
the Apaches, not that they built it, for

one being the average for the whole 
valley.

It may be truly said that the owner 
who builds a house of good design con- 
fers a substantial benefit upon the com- 
munity in which he Uvea as well as 
upon himself. 


Such a house shines like a star, light- 
ing up the whole neighborhood, inspir- 
ing confidence, stimulating industries, 
oiten showing the way to prosperity. 
Particularly does the light shin ing from 
a new house disclose eligible building 
sites that were never dreamed of be- 
fore. 


The practical suggestion is that the 
owner should be the holder of property 
in the immediate neighborhood, other 
than that on which he builds. The va- 
cant lots on both sides of, and across the 
way, Irom the lot on which he builds, 
mav be doubled or trebled in value by 
his'enterprise. The increased value of 
lots adjoining an improvement olten 
more than equals the cost of the im- 
provement. 


By all fair means try to keep the in- 
creased values out of the hands of un- 
enterprising people who never make im- 
provements. They are the least de- 
serving of any members of a commun- 
ity. As land and lot-holders, if their 
numbers are considerable, they retard 
the growth of a town or city more than 
all other adverse influences put to- 
gether.

The bath-room is 
equipped witha tub, a water closet and a 
wash bowl, and is supplied with hot and 
cold water. The house throughout is 
piped for gas. 


Cost, in the vicinity of New York City: 
With brick walls, 14,500; with frame 
walls, ^,00«). Omitting all plumbing ex- 
cept bath tub and kitchen sink, with a 
cold water supply onlv, reduces cost 
f2()0. 


Special features: The exterior de- 
tails of this desii^n are not elaborate, 
indeed, they are quite plain, but a pleas- 
ing effect is produced by graceful pro- 
portions, and by the veranda, balconies 
and bays. The interior has been found 
to fully answer the requirements of a 
family of medium size. 


The attic room, adjoining the balcony, 
is suitable for a quiet study, or for a 
smokins! room. 
The most successful 
way of keeping the scent oi tobacco out 
of curtains and upholstery is to banish 
the smokers to the top of the house. 


The attic balcony, by simple and not 
very 
expensive 
methods, 
mav 
be 
wholly enclosed with glass, and ' thei 
heated the same as a room. Such an 
arrangement affords the luxury of a 
"sun bath" during the coldest weather.

The French Assi^niats. 


The paper currency of the French 
revolution, called assignats, had its 
first issue in the sj>ring of 1790. 
They 
were based on the confiscated property 
of the clergy and the emigrants—that 
is, all such property was to be sold and 
its proceeds applied to their redemp- 
tion. 
The value of the assignats was 
kept above 90 per cent, till 1792, but 
from that time thev began to fall. The 
original issue of this currency aggre- 
gated 1,200,000,000 fiancs, but it was 
increased by fre(}nent issues to 45,578,- 
000,000 francs, and besides these veri- 
table issues an immense number of 
fraudulent notes were in circulation. 
The state made strenuous efforts to 
sustain this currency, and passed strin- 
gent laws to force the people to take 
the notes at their nominal value, but 
the effect of these efforts was only to 
cause the assignats to fall back into 
the National Treasury, to raise the 
prices of all commodités, and make 
every one averse to have any dealings 
with the state. Then laws were passed 
fixing a maximum of prices, but these 
could not be enforced against the nat- 
ural laws of business, and became a 
mere dead letter. 
At last the value of 
the assignats became almost nothing. 
Early in 1796 the Government called 
in this currency, redeeming it at 1-30 
of its face value, with mandats, another 
kind of paper money, which entitled 
the owner to enter at once upon pos- 
session of a certain amount of public 
land. 
The mandats, however, fell 
within a few months to 1-70 of t h w 
nominal value, and in July, 1796, a law 
was passed declaring that every one 
was entitled to transact business in 
whatever 
circulating 
medium 
he 
pleased ; that the mandats should be 
taken at their current value; and that 
the taxes might be paid in them at thai 
rate. In a very brief time, then, these 
notes all found their way back into the 
coffers of 
the 
government.—Inter

It -was during his incumbency ol 
this office that he died, in May, 1856, 
at Hazel; Green, Lafayette County, 
where his remains now repose. 


Percival was the son of a Connecti- 
cut physician, and was bom in 1795. 
He was graduated from Yale College 
with honor at the age of 19. When e 
mere child he had displayed marked 
poetical powers, and shortly after leav- 
ing college he gave liis first volume ol 
verse to the world. 
Before this no less 
authority than Edward Everett had 
compared him with Byron for the sen 
tentionsness and ease which were char- 
acteristic of his poetic compositions, 
and when this work appeared the same 
authority, in an article in the J'Toril 
American 
Review, pronounced him c 
classical American poet. 


His work in connection with the re- 
vision and publication of the first 
quarto edition of Webster's Dictionarj 
was done in 1827 and 1828. 
About the 
same time he began the translation 
from the French of an important geo- 
graphical work, which he finished in 
1833, and which was published in six 
octavo volumes. His geological survev

Connecticut occupied him sever 
years, ending in 1845.

Times- 
Star.] 
"Reporters of several papers were 
sent out to these mines and I tell you 
they soon got enough. They had not 
beeii there a week before they began to 
send home for money. For they daily 
came across such scenes of hunger and 
distress that they were continually go- 
ing do\tn into their own pockets, and 
they had to go broke and hungry day 
after day among the people they came 
to tell about. They wanted to get away 
because they were out of money more 
than they could afford. 
These mines 
ai-e scattered over an area of miles, 
some are two or three miles from Bra- 
zil, some are ten miles. And the very 
same day that the mines were shutdown 
on these operatives, that day did the 
suffering commence. And for the first 
six weeks the average of the relief that 
came was only about one cent per 
head. 
For the past four weeks it 
has been about 2 J per cent, per day per 
head. No, this Brazil Mining company 
is not the only mining company there, 
there are several. But it is the octopus 
that holds all the rest. 
The chief 
owners of the mines are also the owners 
in the C. & E. I. and the C. & I. C. rail- 
roads, which carry all the coal. 
They 
can thus dictate. Why, they will even 
discriminate against themselves in haul- 
ing bituminous coal for sixty-five cents 
and block coal to Chicago, and in this 
way get thirty-five cents for hauling the 
coal of 
the other companies, 
the 
bituminous coal mines being ten miles 
nearer Chicago. 
That is what they do 
—discriminate aerainst themselves in 
hauling then- own block and bituminous 
coal, but bleed the other mines all 
about. These roads control the entire 
shipping." 


"Why did they bring on this reduc- 
tion ?" 


"Because they claimed they couldn't 
get their coal into the market. But we 
know bettiir than that, and can give 
figures to prove it from the mines of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
West Virginia, 
Illinois and Indiana. And only 5 per 
cent, reductions were made elsewhere. 


"There are ten supply stations, or 
relief 
stations. 
They 
are 
Brazil, 
Knightsville, Harmony, Ben wood, Car- 
donia, 
Perth, 
Carbon, 
Asherville, 
Hosierville, Center Point. These are 
all through the mining districts. It was 
in going about among these little min- 
ing towns that the reporters were con- 
tinually going down into their pockets to 
relieve want. If a miners dosen't trade 
at one of the stores of the company he 
will only get scrub work to do. And if 
he does they will be assured that he has 
coal before they even give him a loaf of 
bread. Why, I have known children to 
be sent for bread, and they would not 
get it until they had wired to the top, 
that is to the mines, to see if that miner 
had coal out. 
I have known this to 
happen even where the family was starv- 
ing for bread. And it is not always the 
miner's fault that his coal is not out. 
Sometimes there is delay caused by the 
company. But that makes no difference 
in these stores. You will not be trusted 
for 
a 
loaf. 
And 
they 
charge 
fifteen 
per 
cent, 
higher 
than 
at 
any 
other 
place. 
These 
stores shut down the same day the mil- 
ler quit work. And you musk remember 
that there are taxes to pay some, and 
powder and oil we have to furnish, and 
all on less than $5 a week. That is the 
average. Why, a neighbor heard the 
children of the clerk of the village cry- 
ing one night and went over and found 
that they were 
crying because the 
mother was trying to put them to bed 
hungry. Think of that, the derk of 
the corporation, a man elected to office 
by his fellowrcitizens and known and re- 
spected by all, sending his children hun- 
gry to bed, wfUi nothing in the house to 
give ihem."

We are persuaded from our observa- 
tion of many years in Greece and Tur- 
key, that the moderate use of pure oof- 
fee is, one might almost say, a blessing 
to rich and poor. Excess in its use, or 
the use of it at all, except when the 
decoction is made from the genuine 
coffee berry, and properly made, is be- 
yond any question an evil. One must 
live in the East for a while—or if not 
there, confine himself to partaking of 
the beverage in other countries wliere 
the charactei; of the cafe, or the house 
where it is served, is a guarantee of the 
purity—to appreciate what a cup of 
coffee really means. It is a recognized 
fact that the mixture drunk by the ma- 
jority of people in Europe and our own 
country, under the name of coffee, is a 
vile, or, at the best, an adulterated 
compound of inferior berries, beans or 
other substitutes, and that when occa- 
sionally the genuine coffee berry is the 
basis of the hot fluid served at the 
hotels, railroad stations, restaurants 
and even in private houses, it is not 
prepared properly, and more frequently 
than otherwise injures the digestion 
and consequently, the health of the 
constant drinker. 


In Athens, broadly speaking, every 
third man indulges in cigarette smok- 
ing and coffee drinking, and this to an 
extent that astonishes the stranger. 
It 
is an every day sight, when entering an 
office or private sitting-room, and not 
infrequently the family room, to see the 
tobacco box, cigarette paper and ash 
box lying on the table, and the visitor 
is expected, without invitation, to help 
himself and light his cigarette, as a 
preparation for, and a companion to 
conversation. 
Little cups of black cof- 
fee follow as a matter of course, how- 
ever early or late the hour may be. 
But the Greek does not confine his at- 
tentions to the coffee cup on these oc- 
casions. He often takes his first cigar- 
ette and his first cup in bed before ris- 
ing and continues the practice at inter- 
vals through the entire day. It is some- 
thing akin to the habit of ice water 
drinking in the United States, but with- 
out the subtile, injurious results that 
follow an habitual use of cold liquids, 
which chill the stomach, impair the 
general health and produce decayed 
teeth. 
So far as our personal observo- 
tion gees, strengthened by medical 
testimony, the Greeks in the condition 
of their general health do not support 
the theory that the habitual use of cof- 
fee injures the system or affects the 
eyesight. 


The same is the case in Turkey. 
There coffee drinking is universal and 
continuous. 
The writer passed the 
greater part of four vears in Constanti- 
nople, where he had occasion to call 
upon the officials of the Sublime Porte 
so frequently that it would be difficult 
to enumerate these official visits; and 
with few exceptions, when the visit was 
protracted to any length, black coffee, 
pure in quality and prepared with the 
grounds, was regularly served in small 
delicate cups. All Turks, from the 
highest to the lowest, indulge in the 
beverage, a few swallows at a time, 
throughout the day, and without any 
evil effects. What makes the fact more 
remarkable is that neither the sedentary 
habits of the Turk, nor the quick, ener- 
getic temperament of the Greek seems 
to be affected by the perpetual imbib- 
ing of this beverage. 
Spectacles, it 
may be remarked, are as little used in 
Turkey as is Greece;nor are complaints 
of the eyes more prevalent, if we except 
ophthalmia, which is brought from 
Egypt and exists, chiefly among the un- 
clean and dissolute lower orders. An 
old pasha once told us that he consid- 
ered coffee to be one of the greatest 
blessings vouchsafed by Allah to the 
faithful, not only for its grateful aroma, 
but from its health-preserving qualities. 
He referred, of course, to the "divine 
berry" of Mocha, and not to the ques- 
tionable compound served up in the 
"infidel" countries 
of 
the West.—

The Genuine 
Gospels. 


There are in existence 1,400 manu- 
script copies of the Gospels, some of 
which date back to the year 350 of our 
era. 
This fact itself is an initial argu- 
ment in favor of the authenticity of the 
Gospels. 
Modem critics have discov- 
ered fully eighty thousand variations in 
the manuscripts now in existence, but 
with one or two exceptions these varia- 
tions in no way affect the substantial 
correctness of the Gospels. 
This fact 
justifies the inference that no important 
difference ever did exist in the Gospel 
manuscripts. 
In the year 200 the Four 
Gospels were universaily recognized by 
Christians. 
Some books not now in the 
New Testament were then recognized 
by some Christians, and some now in- 
cluded were rejected, but the Christian 
world unanimously recognized the gen- 
uineness of the Foar Gospels. 
Some 
critics go so far as to maintain that we 
have better means of deciding the au- 
thenticity of the Gospels than the early 
Christians, but that sort of statement is 
unworthy the attention of a sane man. 
The fact that Christian opinion was 
unanimous on the subject of the Go^ 
pels at the beginning of the ^third cen- 
ory, would indicate that 
there were 
manuscripts of those Gospels then in 
existence which had been handed down 
perhaps from father to son, or from 
teacher to teacher, which were, known 
to be genuine. 
That these Gospels 
could have beeti manufactured in the 
year 150 and have been imposed upon 
the entire Christian world as genuine by 
the end of the century is preposterous 
We know that the spnriouffliess of hun- 
dreds of the epistles, acts, and re velar 
tions of that period was exposed, but 
the .Gospels were accepted in the year 
200.

From 
all I can read, the rooms will be palatial, 
and those who have not hid enough 
room in this world will have plenty of 
room at the last. The fact is that most 
people in this world are crowded, and 
though out on a vast prairie or in a 
mountain district people may have more 
room than they want, in most cases it is 
house built close to house, and the 
streets are crowded and the cradle is 
crowded by other cradles, and the graves 
crowded in the cemetery by other graves, 
and one of the richest luxuries of many 
people in getting out of this world will 
be the gaining of unhindred and un- 
cramped room. And I should not won- 
der if instead of the room that the 
statistician ciphered out as onlv seven- 
teen feet by sixteen, it should be larger 
than any of the imperial rooms at Ber- 
lin. St- James, or Winter palace. "In 
my Father's bouse are many rooms." 
Carrying out still further the symbolism 
of the text let us join hands and go up 
to this majestic homestead and see for 
ourselves. 


As we ascend the golden steps, an in- 
visible guardsman 
swings open the 
front door and we are ushered to the 
right into the reception room of the old 
homestead. That is the place where we 
first meet the 
welcome of Heaven. 
There must be a place where the de- 
parted spirit enters and a place in which 
it confronts the inhabitants celestial. 
The reception room of the newly ar- 
rived frcm this world—what scenes it 
must have witnessed 
since the first 


f 
iuest arrived, the victim of the first 
ratricide, pious Abel. In that room 
Christ lovingly greeted all the new 
comers. He redeemed them and he has 
the right to the first embrace on their 
arrival. What a minute when the as- 
cended spirit first sees the Lord. Better 
than all we ever read about Him or 
talked about Him or sang about Him in 
ail the churches and through all our 
earthly lifetime, will it be, just for one 
second to see Him. The most rapturous 
idea we ever had of Him on sacramental 
days or at the height of some great re- 
vival or under the uplifted baton of an 
oratorio are a bankruptcy of thought 
compared with the first flash of His ap- 
pearance in thiit reception room. At 
that moment when , you confront each 
other. Christ looking- upon you and 
you looking upon Christ, there will be 
an ecstatic thrill and>aarging of emotion 
that beggars all description. 
Look! 
They need no ihtroduotion. Long ago 
Christ chose that repeniant sinner and 
that repentant 
sinner chose Christ. 
Mightiest moment of an immortal his- 
toiy—the first kiss of Heaven! Jesus 
and the sonl. The soul and Jesus. 


But now info that reception rootan 
pour the «lorified kinsfolk. Enough of 
earthly retention to let yon know them, 
but withont their wbundf or their aiokr 
nenet or their tronbles.

news like that flies like ligbtning. They 
will be there in an instant; thouRh they 
were in some other morld on errand 
from Ood a signal would be thrown 
that would fetch them. Though you 
might at first feel dazed and ovei^Wed 
at their supernal splendor, all that feel- 
ing will be gone at their first touch of 
Heavenly salutation and we will say: 
"O my lost boy," "O my lost companion," 
"O my lost friend, are we here together?" 
What scenes have been witnessed In that 
reception room of the old homestead! 
There met Joseph and Jacob, finding it 
aibrighter room than anything they saw 
in Pharaoh's palace; David and the little 
child for whom he once fasted and wept; 
Mary and Lazarus after the heartbreak 
of Bethany; Timothy and grandmother 
Lois; Isabella Graham and her sailor 
son, Alfred and George Cookman, the 
mystery of the sea at last made manifest, 
Luther and Magdalene, the daughter he 
bemoaned; John Howard and the pris- 
oners whom he gospelized; and multi- 
tudes without number who, once so 
weary and so sad, parted on earth but 
gloriously met in Heaven. Among all 
the rooms of that house there is no one 
that more enraptures my soul than that 
reception room. "In my Father's house 
are many rooms." 


Another rqom in our Father's house is 
the throne room. We belong to the 
royal^family. The blood of King Jesus 
flows'in our veins, so we have a right to 
enter the throne room. 
It is no easy 
thing on earth to get through even the 
outside 
door of a king's 
residence. 
During the Franco-German 
war one 
eventide in the summer of 1870, I stood 
studying the exauisite sculpturing of 
the gate of the Tuileries, Paris. 
Lost 
in admiration of the wonderful art of 
that gate I knew not that I was exciting 
suspicion. Lowering my eyes to the 
crowds of people I found myself being 
closely inspected by government offi- 
cials, who from my complexion judged 
me to be a German, and that for some 
belligerent purpose I might be examin- 
ing the gates of the ^lace. 
My expla- 
nations in very poor French did not sat- 
isfy them and they followed me long 
distances until I reached my hotel, and 
were not satisfied until from my land- 
lord they found that I was only an in- 
offensive 
American. 
The gates 
Of 
earthly palaces are carefully guarded, 
and, if so, how much more severely the 
throne room. A dazzling place is it for 
mirrors and all costly art. No oue who 
ever saw the throne room of the first and 
only Napoleon will ever forget the let- 
ter N embroidered in purple and gold 
on the upholstery of chair and window, 
the letter N gilded on the wall, the let- 
ter N chased on the chalices, the letter 
N flaming from the ceiling. What a 
conflagration of brilliance the throne 
room of Charles Immanuel of Sardinia, 
of Ferdinand of Spain, of Elizabeth of 
England, of Boniface of Italy. But the 
throne room of our Father's house hath 
a glory eclipsing all the throne rooms 
that ever saw scepter wave or crown 
glitter or foreign ambassador bow, for 
our Father's throne is a throne of grace, 
a throne of mercy, a throne of holiness, 
a throne of justice, a throne of universal 
dominion. We need not stand shiver- 
ing and cowering before it, for our 
Father says we may yet one day come up 
and sit on it beside him. "To him that 
overcometh will I grant to sit with me 
in my throne." You see we are princes 
and princesses. Perhaps now we move 
about incognito, as Peter the Great in 
the garb of a ship carpenter at Amster- 
dam or as Queen Tirzah in the dress of 
a peasant woman seeking the prophet 
for her child's cure: but it will be found 
out after awhile who we are when we get 
into the throne room. Aye! we need 
not wait until then. We may by prayer 
and song and spiritual uplifting this 
moment enter the throne room. O king, 
live foreverl We touch the forgiving 
scepter and prostrate ourselves at thy 
feet! The crowns of the roj'al families 
of this world are tossed about from gen- 
eration to generation and from family 
to family. 
There are children 4 years 
old in Berlin who have seen the crown 
on three emperors. But wherever the 
coronets of this world rise or fall, they 
are destined to meet in one place. 
And 
I look and see them coming from north 
and south and east and west, the Span- 
ish crown, the Italian crown, the En- 
glish crown, the Turkish crown, the 
Russian crown, thy Persian crown, aye, 
all the crowns from under the great 
archivolt of Heaven; and while I watch 
and wonder they are all flung in rain of 
diamonds around the pierced feet. 


Jeaus shall reign wher'er the sun 
Does His successive journeys run. 
His kingdom stretch from shore to shore 
Till sun shall Use and set no more. 


Oh, that throne room of Christ! "In my 
Father's house are many rooms." 


Another room in our Father's house is 
the music room. St. John and other 
Bible writers talk so much about the 
music of Heaven that there must be mu- 
sic there, perhaps not such as on earth 
was thrummed from trembling string or 
evoked by touch of ivory key, but if not 
that, then something better. There are 
so many Christian harpists and Chris- 
tian composers and Christian organists 
and Christian choristers and Christian 
hymnologists that have gone up from 
earth, there must be for them someplace 
of especial delectation. Shall we have 
music in this world of discords and no 
music in the land of complete harmony? 
I cannot give you the notes of the first 
bar of the new song that is sung >n 
Hsaven, I cannot imagine either the 
solo or the doxology. 
But 
Heaven 
means music, and can mean nothing else. 
Occasionally that music has escaped the 
gate. Dr. Fuller dying at Beaufort. S. 
C., said: "Do you not hear?" "Hear 
what?" exclaimed the bystanders. 
"The 
music! Lift me up! Open the window!" 
In that music room of our Father's house, 
you will some day meet the old Chris- 
tian masters, Mozart and Handel and 
Mendelssohn and Bethoven and Dod- 
dridge, whose sacred poetry was as re- 
markable as his 
sacred prose, 
and 
James Montgomery and William Cow- 
per, at last got rid of his spiritual mel- 
ancholy, and Bishop Heber, who sang of 
"Greenland's icy monntains and India's 
coral strand;" and Dr. Rafiies, who wrote 
of "High in yonder realms of Vght,"and 
Isaac Watts, who 
went to visit Sir 
Thomas Abney and wife for a week but 
proved himself so agreeable a guest that 
they made him stay thirty-six years; and 
side by side, Augustus T<mlady, who has 
got over his dislike for Methodists, and 
Charles Wesley freed from his dislike 
for Calvinists; and George W. Bethune, 
as sweet as a song maker as he was great 
as a preacher and the aathor of "The 
Village Hymns;" and many who wrote in 
verse or song, in church or by eventide 
cradle, and many who were passionately 
fond of music but could make none 
themselves. The poorest singer there 
more than any earthly prima donna, and 
the poorest players there more than any 
earthy Gottschalk. Oh that music room, 
the headquarters of cadence and rhythm, 
symphony and chant, psalm and anti- 
phon! May we be there some 
hour 
when Haydn sits at the keys of one of 
his own oratorios, and David the psal- 
mist fingers the harp, and Miriam of the 
Bed Sea banks claps the cymbals, and 
Gabriel puts his lips to the trumpet and 
the four-and-twenty soldiers chant, and 
Littd and Parepa render matchless duet 
in the music room of the old Heavenly 
homestead. *In my Father's house are 
many rooms."

e the family room. It may eonre- 
id liomewhat with the famuf i^eoei 
eirUi. At morning and eveitittf* 
; tbat it the place we 
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high will be the place where the. k i ^ 
foUc «ssei^e^iiSl talk ovei;-the famllj 
experiences of earth, the weddings, the 
births, the burials, the fet^l days, of 
Christmas and Thankigiving reunion. 
Will the children departed t&minihif: 
dren there? Will the aged refnain aged 
there? Oh> no; everythinff is perfect 
there. The child will go ahead to glo- 
rious maturity and the axed, will go back 
to glorified maturity. The rising sun of 
the one will rise to meridian and the 
descending sun of the other will return 
to meridian. 
However much we love 
oar children on earth we would con- 
sider it a domestic disaster if they 
stayed children, and so we rejoice at 
their growth here. And when we meet 
in the family room of 
our Father's 
house, we will be glad that they have 
grandly and gloriously matured; while 
our parents who were aged and infirm 
here, we shall be glad to find restored 
to the most agile and vigorous immor- 
tality there. If forty or forty-five or 
fifty years be the apex of physical and 
mental life on earth, then the Heavenly 
childhood will advance to that and the 
Heavenly old ago will retreat to that. 


When we join them in that family 
room we shall have much to tell them. 
We shall want to know of them right 
away such things as these: Did you see 
us in this or that or the other struggle? 
Did you know when we lost our prop- 
erty and sympathize with us? Did you 
know we had that awfal sickness? Were 
yon hovering anywhere around when we 
plunged into that memorable accident? 
Did yon know of our bhcksliding? 
Did 
you know of that moral victory? Were 
you pleased when we started for Heaven? 
Did you celebrate the hour of our con- 
version? And then, whether they know 
it or net, we will tell them all. But 
they will have more to tell us than we 
to tell them. Ten years on earth may 
be very eventful, but what mast be the 
biography of ten years in Heaven? 
They will have to tell us the story of 
coronations, story of news from all im- 
mensity, 
story 
of 
conquerors 
and 
hierarchs, story of wrecked or ran- 
somed planets, story of angelic victory 
over diabolic revolts, of extinguished 
suns, of obliterated constellations, of 
new galaxies kindled and swung, of 
stranded comets, of worlds on fire, and 
story of Jehovah's majestic reign. If 
in that family room of our Father's 
house we have so much to tell them of 
what we have passed through since 
we parted, how much more thrilling 
ana arousing that which they have to 
tell us of what they have passed through 
since we parted. Surely that family 
room will be one of the most favored 
rooms in all our Father's house. 
What 
long lingering there, for we shall never 
again be in a hurry. "Let me open a 
window," said a humble Christian ser- 
vant to Lady Baffles, who, because of 
the death of her child,| had shut herself 
up in a dark room and refused to see 
any one; "you have been many days 
iu 
this 
daric room. 
Are 
yoa 
not 
ashamed to grieve iu 
this manner, 
when you ought to be thanking God 
for having given you the most beauti- 
ful child that ever was seen, and in- 
stead of leaving him in this world till 
he should be worn with trouble, has 
not God taken him to Heaven in all 
his beauty? 
Leave off weeping and 
let me open a window." So to-day I 
am trying to open upon the darkness of 
earthly separation the windows and 
doors and rooms of the Heavenly home- 
stead. "In my Father's house are many 
rooms." 


How would it do for my sermon to 
leave you in that family room to-day? I 
am sure there is no room in which you 
would rather stay than in the enrap- 
tured circle of your ascended and glori- 
fied kinsfold. 
We might visit other 
rooms in our Father's house. 
There 
mav be picture galleries penciled not 
with earthly art but by some process un- 
known iu this world, preserving for the 
next world the brightest and most stu- 
pendous scenes of human history. And 
there may be lines and forms of earthly 
fieauty preserved for heavenly inspection 
in something whiter and chaster and 
richer than 
Venetian 
sculpture ever 
wrought. Booms bwside rooms. Rooms 
over rooms. 
Large rooms. 
Majestic 
rooms, opalescent rooms, amethystine 
rooms. "In my Father's house are many 
rooms." 


I hope none of us will be disap- 
pointed abeut getting there. There is 
a room for u» if we will go and take it, 
bttt in order to reach it it is absolutely 
necessary that we take the right way 
and Christ is the way; and we must en- 
ter at the right door, and Christ is the 
door; and we must start in time, and the 
only hour you are sure of is the hour 
the'clock now strikes and the only sec- 
ond the one yonr watch is now ticking. 
I hold in my hand a roll of letters invit- 
ing yon all to make that you home for- 
ever. The New Testament is the only 
roll of letters inviting yon, as the spirit 
of them practically s.iys: "My dying yet 
immortal child In earthly neighborhood, 
I have built for you a great residence. 
It is full of rooms. I have furnished 
them as no palace was ever furnished. 
Pearls are nothing, emeralds are noth- 
ing, chrysophrasuB is nothing; 
illu- 
minded panels of sunrise and sunset, 
nothing; the aurora of the northern 
Heavens, nothing—compared with the 
splendor with which I have garnitured 
them. But you must be clean before 
you can enter there, and so I have 
opened a fouutain where you may wash 
all your sins away. Come now! Put 
your weary but cleansed feet on the up 
ward pathwa}'. Do you not see amid 
thick foliage on the Heavenly hill tops 
the old family homestead?" "In my 
Father's house are many rooms." 


The Latest and Largest Steam Engine. 


The largest steam engine in the world 
is that constructed for the new Italian 
cruiser Sardegna. 
It really consists of 
four triple expansion engines, which can 
be used together or separately, as de- 
sired, the entire combination being ca- 
pable of developing a force of 22,000 
nominal, or 25,000 actual horse-power. 
The ship is driven by twin screws, and 
two engines are connected to the shaft 
of each screw, but one screw can be 
stopped altogether if the vessel is to be 
turned around, or for ordinary sailing, 
one engine only may be used for each 
screw; but, in case it should be neces- 
sary to increase the speed, the other en- 
gines can at once be connected and the 
full power exerted. As usual with naval 
machinery, a large number of auxiliary 
engines are used. 
On the Sardegna 
there are no less than twenty compound 
anxilliary engiues for feeding the boil- 
ers. keeping up the draught, and so on, 
besides a great variety of single-cylin- 
der machines. —American 
Architect.

WHAT THE I.E8SON VEACHES. 


Beside Eoenezer. 
Weehail not forset an 
experience we had with this name one time 
in personal Bible study. 
We find the name 
used in connection witn two prominent but 
widely similar events in Israel's history, 
namelv the loss of the ark. 8am 4:1, 2; and 
the defeat of the Philistines. Mam 7: 12. 
That is. It marks at one time Isaael's van- 
quishment and at another time her victory. 
Coming upon the instance of the defeat at 
Aphek, recorded in this lesson, and recog- 
nizing the meaning of the word, our first 
impulso was to say: Here is a defeat at the 
very place marked victory. 
Lesson: Old 
experiences of blessedness are not in them- 
relves sufficient, the scene of victdry may. 
through ill-conduct, become the place of 
defeat. Then we looked again and found 
that the victorious battle of Mizpah had not 
yet been fought and that this nomenclature 
at Aphek was simply an anticipation by the 
historian of a name afterward si ven, and so 
the corrected lesson stands: the place of 
defeat may become the place of victory. 
Aphek may change to Ebenezr. 


Israel loas smitten before the 
Philisfines. 
It was a needed humiliation; Israel's Bull 
Kun; and a second and more disastrous was 
to follow. 
God lets his people be smitten 
at times. 
Or rather he smites them him- 
self. usinsf Philistia as a rod. 
Is it not thus 
he proves his love? 
"Whom the 
Lord 
loveth he chasteneth." 
Israel's very afflic- 
tions in "her days of declension were a proof 
ot the divine concernmttnt. Spurgeon. com- 
menting on the word of Christ: 
"In the 
world ye shall have triOulation," 
says, "lest 
thou askins; the reason of this, believer, 
look upinard to thy heavenly Father and 
behold him pure and holy. Wilt thou easily 
be conformed to 
his 
im<ige? . . . Next. 
Christian, turn thine eyes downward. 
Dost 
thou know what foes thou hast beneath thy 
feet? Dost thou think Satan will let thee 
alone? . . . Then look around 
thee. 
The 
world is not thy friend. . . Lastly, look 
within thee. 
Sin and self are still within. 
Ah. if thou hadst no devil to tempt thee, no 
enemies to llgnt theo. and no world to en- 
snare thee, thou woulJst still find In thyself 
evil enough to be a sore trouble to thee." 
Yes. and when we grow careless regarding 
all these adversaries God sometimes sends 
us a bitter defeat. What is it but his mes- 
senger saying. "Watch." 


Let us fetch, the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord. 
Irreverence is to be read here. 
It 
speaks in the very language used. 
Come, 
let us go fetch the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord. 
"Lend a hand; naul it along!" 
How shocking the collocation of words, 
half sacred and half orofane. 
It was like 
Uzza laying his rude hand upon the ark. It 
was worse, a careless, sin-polluted people 
rushing in upon the sacred things of God 
and presuming to use them as a talisman, 
or. indeed, as a barricade against threat- 
ened and deserved 
punishment. 
When 
Titus besieged Jerusalem, and 
captured 
point after point, the Jews still stubbornly 
declined terms of capitulation, and. pre- 
summg on the sudden intervention of Je- 
hovah. fled to the recesses of the great 
temple, using the ark again as a barricade 
and God's house as a stockade. 
But God's 
gates are a strength only to those who keep 
his covenant. 
Only "he that 
dwelleth 
(through faith) in the secret place ot the 
Most High" can say of the Lord "he is my 
refuge and my fortress." 
(Ps. 91) Christ 
sitting on that hill over against Jerusalem 
pronounced truth's judgment here, as the 
awful havoc of the city's overthrow gives 
testimony. 
And what shall we say of a cor- 
rupt church which while allowing and fol- 
lowing itself the ways of the world pre- 
tends to secure immunity by a resort to 
mystical rights and ceremonies? 
What is 
it but saying with brazen irreverence. "Let 
us letch the ark of the covenant of the Lord 
out of Sbiloh unto us." 
Blasphemy! 'Who 
shall ascend into this hill of the Lord? 
or 


who shall stand in his holy place V 
lie 


that hath clean hands and apure 
heart.' 


Quit yourselves 
like men. 
They did their 
very best. 
Philistines though they were, 
they are more commendable in this trans- 
action than were the children of Israel. 
And for this simple reason: they threw 
into the battle all the strenssth they had. 
Israel coming to the engagement rashly, 
prayerlessly, with the form of godliness 
but without God. invited the discomfiture 
she received. 
It is what Christ 
meant 
when He said. "The children of this world 
are wiser in their generation than 
the 
children of light." 
That is. so far as human 
strength and sagacitv can go. they prepare 
themselves for what is before them. 
God's 
people, given a larger and fuller armament 
and entiuement. often fall far short of put- 
ting on the whole armor and of going into 
battle prepared to prevail. To simply equip 
ourselves with the world's weapons is to 
be less than a match for the world. 
We 
must wait for the strength of the Lord ere 
we can safely confront the world. 
Only 
when, using in our way the same prudence, 
we take what is prepared for us and say to 
each other in the Lord, "Quit yourselves 
like men and light" is the issue victory. 
That initial battle at Pentecost was but a 
specimen of what God will do for those 
people who fulfill the divine injunctions of 
equipment and go forth with the sword ot 
the spirit which is the word of truth. 
O. 
the world is using its utmost 
energies 
against us! Can we meet it without a 
like zeal in the use of the better armament 
God hne given us? 


His heart trembled 
for 
the Ark 
of God. 
Eli oared for the ark as the apple of his eye. 
His solicitude for it. along with his meek- 
ness toward God. was the saving feature of 
his life. There is something deeply pathetic 
in the picture of that old man sitting there 
"by the wayside watching." 
He had let the 
ark go dout»tles8 with misgivings, 
over- 
persuaded by his headstrong sons. 
Now 
he waits in gathering anxiety for news from 
the field. At last he descries the messen- 
ger coming. 
His heart leaps as he waits, 
and presently, himself not less breathless 
than the nantine herald, he listens for the 
word: 
"Israel is fled before the Philis- 
tines!' 
His cheek blanches, but be waits 
listening for more, perhaps already appre- 
hensive of such a report. 
Then like a oolt 
comes the intelligence. T h y 
two sons, 
also. Hophni and 
Phiivehas. are dead!* 
Alas. alas, his name departed, the prophecy 
ot God fulfilled! But still he looks and 
listens. 
Then comes the last stroke: 'And 
the Ark ot God is taken!" 
It is enough. 
Eli falls swooning and in the fall his neck 
breaks and he dies. 
O. pity not Eli, nor 
condemn him. 
Let us think rather of our- 
pelves. 
Do we tremble for the Ark of God? 
Whan the world, at 
times invades 
the 
church and lays unholy hands upon the 
very Ark of God. where is the spirit ot Eli 
to feel, as it were, a sword-thrust at the 
heart?

A y«w Substitute for Glass. 


The new translucent substance in- 
tended as a substitute for glass haa 
been satisfactorily adopted in some d 
the public buildings of London, ao^ 
various advantages are claimed for it, 
among these being such a degree of - 
jtliancy that it may be bent backward 
and forward like leather and be sub- 
jected to very 
considerable tensile 
»^raiu with impunity; it is also almost 
as transparent as glass and of a pleas- 
ant amber color, varying in shade from 
very light golden to pale brown. 
The 
basis of the material is a web of fine 
iron wire, with warp and weft threada 
about one-twelfth inch apart, 
this 
being inclosed, like a fly in amber, in 
a sheet of translucent 
vamisli, of 
which the base is linseed oil. 
There 
is no resin or gum iu the varnish, and 
once having become dry it is capable 
of standing heat and damp withoali 
undergoing any change, neither hard- 
ening nor becoming sticky. 
Briefly, 
the manufacture is accomplished by 
dipping the sheets edgewise into deep 
tanks of varnish, and then allowing 
the coating which they thus receive to 
dry in a warm atmosphere. It reqnirea 
somewhat more than a dozen of theae 
dips to bring these sheets to the re- 
quired degree of thickness, and, when 
this has been accomplished, the 
terial is stored for several 
thoroughly set.

State Prosecntlona For ttae Sale ot 
•Inesrar. 


The firms wholesaling or retailing 
vinegar throughout the state are now 
registered on a little book in the hands 
of Secretary Metcalf,,of the state board 
of health. The official also has many 
samples of the stuff, out of which but 
two came up to the standard required 
by law. The board is preparing for 
vigorous prosecutions. 


The means employed by the board in 
getting samples is to have one of the 
assistants in the office make a tour of the 
various stores dealing in vinegar and 
obtain samples of the stuff sold. 
As 
soon as the board has completed its 
work it will follow the reading of the 
law and prosecute the manufacturing 
dealers, providing they have sold the 
impure stuff since the taking effect of 
the law. 
After a retail dealer is once 
notified of the impure character of the 
vinegar he is selling he is also liable to 
prosecution.
